And that is it, which, in the caſe before us, is 
moſt to be regarded, We have loſt a Father, *tis 
true, and ſuch a one as your own memories and 
happy experience can better repreſent unto you then 
the beſt of words, or the moſt affetionate and ad- 
vantagious report, that can be made. But even 
that, which ſeems ſo much yours, muſt likewiſe be 
accounted to the Church : He could not have been 
ſuch a beneficial Father to you, had he not been as 
uſefull and as excellent a Sw» to the Holy Church : 
All that we can ſay or think to imbitter our own 
particular ſhare in this loſs does but inhance and 
oggromne that much more deplorable of the pub- 
lick. For in your late holy Prelate the whole Ca- 
tholick Church of God on Earth, but in aneſpecial 
manner,' this bleſſed part of it, the Church of Z»- 
gland did enjoy whatever almoſt could, be Good 
and Great in a Chriſtian and a Scholar. He liv'd 
and dy'd the great Inſtance and Example of his age 
of extraordinary natural Endowments moſt won- 
derfully improv'd, vaſt Learning grac'd with the 

reateſt Modeſty , incomparable worth and pro- 
_ Humility. In him hath che Church loft one 
of the moſt perfte& patterns of a Chriſtian Biſhop 
that She ever had: Furniſh'd he was with all the 
Gifts and Graces, that are requiſite to make a man 
moſt amiable and uſefull. His '\unfeigned and ex- 
emplary piety, devout and holy Life, his ſearch- 
ing and comprehenſive underſtanding , lively and 


quick. 
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quick apprehenſton , ready and retentive memory, 
His folid judgement, unwearied induſtry, and, an 
effe& of theſe, His accurate and almoſt Univerſal 
Knowledge, eſpecially in that which is the endand 
perfeion of all, the Doctrine of the Holy Scri- 

ures and the whole ſacred Text, as they render'd 
Lim the wonder and delight of all that knew him, 
whilſt he was here, ſo (it is to be hoped) thoſe 
Great Accompliſhments have ſhed abroad ſuch 
happy influences in this Kingdom as will not pe- 
ril with the preſent age, but ſpread and propa- 

ate to ſucceeding times, and both to us and our 
[areſt ofterity bring forth fruit for the uſe and bene- 
fit of the Church. 

And here, methinks, I am willing to enjoy with 
you, a while, the refreſhment of this comfortable, 
and well grounded hope; and thence to take occa- 
fion to alter my ſtile a little , and to-ſpeak of the 
Churches gain rather then Her loſs, to. Congratu- 
late as well as condole with Her on the account 
of this grear man. For. the Lives of fach men as 
He, even after. death, like” the blood of Martyrs,

For his Life was a better Sey- 
mon then He or any man elſe could ever preach. - A 
meer roptcition'of ; the chief Heads of it fully and

That the higheſt and moſt Heroical 
repreſentations of virtue are not meer ſcheme, and 
fiction, but very real and practicable” chings; ſuch 
as 'may be indeed reach'd and effeQtually atrain'd, 
For theſe-did all live and appear and flouriſtviathe 
Holy Prelate, whom you lacely loſt, and we now 
lament.

And now tell me, does not ſuch a one as this, 
that thus. in all things approves himſelf & the Mi- 
niſter of Ged, deſerve to be (tyl'd chariot and horſemen, a 
great ſupport and defence of the people ? Such an 
one was Ekjch here mention'd : and ſuch an one 
too was the Holy ziſbep, whom I commemorate in 
this diſcourſe. You have read the hiſtory of the 
former, and {o know well what the Scripture ſaith of E- 
lis, of his conſtancy in his Religion, and his ma- 
ny dangers in endeavouring to inſtruct the people 
in their duty, and reclaim. them from their foul 
Apoſtacy, and bring them back to the Church and 
worſhip of God. 


Nor are you or the world ignorant of your late 
Biſhop's great Abilities and as great 1nduſhy in Teach- 
ing. You I fay of ti Church eſpecially can zl of 
his wiſdom, ' and the Congregation can forth his 
praiſe. You are/ ha witnefles how He mini- 
ſter'd the gifts that He had received, as a good 
Steward of the manifold grace of Ged : You ſaw with 
wonder, and perhaps, not without piry, how unmer- 
cifull He was to hi own body , - that He might be 
profitable to your ſouls, by his indefatigable labours 
in Preaching and in Catechifing : And not os. a- 
lone but «l that ever had Sabocningk to be un- 
der his charge, or near the places of his Reſidence, 
were , or might have been, not only: witnefles , 
but partakers of the beneht of his labours in'the 
publick. He was neyer weary of doing Good; and 


tho* 
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tho' his body: .unable to keep pace with the zeal 
and eagernels of his mind, languiſh'd and: fainted 
in the ſervice; yet could He never be perlwaded 
in his age and weakneſs to abate any thing of the 
toils and hardſhips of his younger and ſtronger 
days. - He knew God-had jntruſted him with. much, 
and therefore was very intent on-the great account 
He was one day to give of the uſe and improve- 
ment of ſo great a treaſure. He had always a 
ſteddy eye on that bleſſed hope and. the glorious appear- 
ing of the great God and our Saviour Jeſus ' Chriſt. A 
deep and Religious meditation on this made. him 
covetous of his time, fearfull and impatient of 0- 
mitting any opportunity of doing good , for-which 
He could: not but be (Znſible that He was admi- 
rably qualified and prepar'd. 

"Tis true, and He knew it well, that a Biſhop 
may. be able to give a very good account of the 
truſt repoſed' in him, tho' He be not often in the 
Pulpit or the Desk : He may be apt to teach and do 
it effectually, tho' He make not many Sermons , 
in the vulgar uſe and ſignification of the word : If 
He makes due inquiſition into the merits and man- 
ners of his Clergy, and takes full pains and care to 
inſtruc by way of Conference or otherwiſe, to ad- 
viſe, commend, rebuke, encourage, dilcountenance, 
reward, and cenſure as often and as far as occa- 
ſion ſhall require, He, I ſay, that ſhall conſtantly 
and conſcientiouſly diſcharge theſe and ſuch other 
acts of Government, as He will not abound''witk 
ſpare time for other purpoſes, ſo will He thereb 
moſt certainly benefit and edifie the Church muc 
more then He can do by Sermons and: ſuch like 


(er 
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fer and Solemn Diſcourſes to the people; how- 
ever induſtrious He maybe and frequent in char 
employment. 
ut the Great Good man, that I am ſpeaking 
of thought He had time ng oat enough, for 
more 'then was of. could- be reaſonably expeted 
from him. And truly T fear He was mueh miſta- 
ken in the judgement He made of the ability of 
his bedjy. Indeed , nothing could be too much for 
his fex/: His mind and memory (admirably 
ftock'd and for'd) - plentifully furniſhed out mar- 
ter. and words, whenever He had occaſion for 
them. | 
Few men have acquir'd a more general, per- 
fe&, and comprehenfive knowledge 1n moſt parts 
of Learning than He himſelf had. Bute in Theakyy, 
in the ſtudy of the holy Scriptures and all Anti- 
quity uſefull for the explaining and illuſtrating the 
Doctrines and Myſteries' of our holy Religion, He 
was {o very extraordinarily verſed, that it is hard- 
] Mble for any to labuu therein more fruit- 
fully and ſuccesfully then did this Prelate. The 
foundation of ſo many Excellencies were laid in 
his Nature, his Temper and Confticution, For (as 
I have ſhewn already) God had furnifhed this c<hv- 
ſes veſſet with all that was requiſite, for the great 
improvements and purpoſes, for which He was in- 
tended. His Induſtry from his very Youth was ex- 
traordinary and beyond Example , for the ſupport- 
ing of which God had provided him a ſtrong bo- 
dy, and a firm health , which laſted him many 
years; and, as his Phylicians and Friends thoughe, 
might have held out much longer could He have 


been 
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been ' perſwaded 'to- have remitted ſomewhat of 
his continual pains and feverities-rohitmfelf,-” - -- 

But He was not convine'd'by Tack their care- 
full and affeionate remonſtrances for his health, 
wiſh in this- one particular He ay have been
